BRINGING JOY TO THE BLIND 


There are times when radio oversteps its bounds of 
entertainment and education, and becomes a veritable 
angel from heaven. 

Los Angeles county, California, maintains a schoo! 
for blind children. 

‘Those little ones have but two sources of contact 
with the outside world, touch and hearing. 

Then into their lives came radio. What'a change. 
E:xpressionless faces became animated. The world of 
broadeasters lay all their pleasures at their door. 

One of the older boys had been blindly tinkering 
for months to contrive a radio. It worked but only one 
child could listen at a time. 

The head of a firm distributing radios heard of 
their case. He gave the school a single dial receiving set 
which is so simple to operate that even a blind child could 
tune it. There was only one dial to turn and it could be 
tuned as easily without sight as with it. 

If persons able to make such gifts could see the ex- 
pression of joy on the faces of these children, radio sets 
would be given to every orphans’ home, blind school, 
children’s hospital or similar institution in the land. 

In addition to givng entertainment, the radio will 
be used to teach music, history, horticulture and current 
events at the school. ” 


WHY NOT? 


Martin L. Davey, member of Congress from Four- 
teenth District, Ohio, has introduced a bill in Congress to 
give the President blanket power for two years to reorgan- 
ize the business structure of the government—also state- 
ment giving the reasons for it. 

“For seven years,” Mr. Davey says, “I have observ- 
ed the Departments and Bureaus of the Government at 
close range, having had official business with nearly all 
of them. I am simply appalled at the loafing, indiffer- 
ence and inefficiency. There are thousand upon thou- 
sands of unnecessary employees and endless duplication 
of alleged effort. There is an inexcusable waste of much 
more than a half-billion dollars a year. 

“The tendency is to increase, rather than to di- 
minish, the personnel and expenses of government. 

“The thing proposed in my bill ought to be done. 
In all probability it is the only way that it ever will be 
done. It is doubtful if real government reorganization 
will be accomplished by Congressional action. The ques- 
tion is, will Congress pass such a drastic measure? Con- 
gress will do it, if public opinion demands it in a way 
that is vocal and persistent.” 

A private corporation which had grown top heavy 
with overhead and dead timber, would pursue the course 
advocated by Mr. Davey—it would be up to the president 
of the company to correct his organization. Then why is 
it not good business to have the president of the United 
States, the greatest corporation on earth, follow the same 
course?
